My  Husband  and 
I  sprang  out  of  bed  and  chased  him  out  -  he  didn’t  run,  strolled  out  of  the  house  and  right  out  the  front  door!  I  cold  have 
been  home  alone!  I  could  have  been  raped  and  killed!  The  audacity  of  this  city  to  not  only  allow  this  but  encourage  it!  Do 
you  know  what  the  cops  told  me?  After  they  suggest  I  buy  a  gun!!!!  They  told  us  that  they  have  instructions  not  to 
intervene  with  the  homeless  because  the  city  is  trying  to  get  them  in  to  city  services  instead  !  IT’S  NOT  WORKING! 
someone  broke  in  to  out  house  in  January  and  luckily  we  were  awake  so  scared  him  off  before  he  actually  got  inside  now 
less  the  6  months  later  another  one  who  actually  got  in!  Is  it  going  to  take  someone  getting  KILLED  for  you  to  do 
something.  Your  plan  IS  NOT  WORKING!  It’s  time  you  actually  did  something!  I  am  a  tax  payer!  I  am  a  voter!  My  husband 
is  a  tax  payer  and  a  voter!  my  neighbors  (how  are  all  horrified  by  the  way)  are  tax  payers  and  voters!  We  are  hard  working 
productive  member  of  society  struggling  just  to  live  in  hollywood  !  When  are  you  going  to  put  us  first!  When  does  our 
safety  and  quality  of  life  matter  more  then  some  homeless  drug  addicts  and  thieves! 

SERIOUSLY! 


And  to  twist  the  knife  even  more  you  don’t  require  my  cheap  slumlord  landlord  to  put  bars  on  the  windows  even  after  we 
asked  for  them  in  January!  This  could  have  been  prevented  but  no  my  landlord  is  allowed  to  knowingly  put  us  in  danger  to 
save  a  few  bucks.
